response to Horner.

I asked Miller about Anne Karalekas', formerly of the Committee 

staff, commitment to show us her report on the charges of 

Miller said Karalekas had not finished the report before leaving the staff 
and he personally would have to finish it. He said he would show us the 
report after he completes it. 

I told Miller the Director might be out of town from 6 to 10 February 
and asked if that conflicted with Committee plans. He said it would not. 
Regarding the hearings scheduled for the Director in February, Miller 
said he would look for three DCI appearances: a state of the world 
presentation; a state of intelligence presentation covering a detailed 
evaluation of our intelligence capabilities including assets, weaknesses, 
problems, future needs and what we are doing to meet them; and finally 
an FY-1979 NFIP overview. 

I discussed with Miller the list of outstanding documents loaned 
to the Select Committee by NFAC and asked that he review the list and 
see what could be returned now. I also informed him I had delivered a 
letter from Admiral Turner transmitting another sensitive intelligence 
report.
